Slithery Sea Monsters No 
Novelty, Says Ship’s

SAINT JOHN, N. B,, Jan, 12, — 
Plenty of sea-faring men are willing 
to vouch for more or less distant per- 
sonal experience with the sea serpent, 
but First Engineer T. S, Tutin of the 
Dunaff Head is one up. He has seen 
two, and on opposite sides of the 
world. Settled back in a chair aboard 
his ship, with steam up on a@ stogle, 
the Dunaff'’s engineer recenuly un- 
burdened himself to several frequent- 
ers of this port's waterfront. 

“A monstrous head like thet of a 
horse, great black eyes and finny 
pikes sticking out all down its back, 
glistening like a big cel in the sun- 
shine.” That was his description of 
the first reptile he encountered, years 
ago on the Ramore Head. The ship 
sailed out of Swansea, Tutin said, and 
was off the coast of Ircland 

A faint blue outline of land could 
be seen on the horizon, Three miles 
from the ship an awkward head sud- 
denly swirled out of the choppy sea 
wnd reared itself many feet above the 
surface.

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way will be found to extract alcohol and 
benzene from waste gas in the Turner 
Valley and other Alberta oil fields, and a 
way also to extract gasolene from the tar 
sands at McMurray; on a cost basis that 
would make both processes capable of ap- 
plication on a commercial scale. 

Should these hopes be verified another 
signal victory will have been won by the 
research workers, and one of vast im- 
portance to the province. That would 
also be a victory of immense value to the 
cause of research in Alberta. If the ex- 
perimenters show how these potentially 
valuable but presently worthless assets 
can be turned to account, there will be no 
trouble in future about getting money in 
generous sums for the carrying on of re- 
search work in other directions. 


REDUCED RATES WOULD HELP 


Premier Bennett says severe distress 
among farmers in the west is confined 
mainly to northern Alberta. He may have 
information on the subject that has not 
been made public. From what is publicly 
known, his statement does not appear to 
be well founded. It is not from northern 
Alberta, but from central Saskatchewan, 
that the complaints of distress have been 
coming most freely, and where secession 
talk has been rife. 

But it is undoubtedly true that farmers 
in the northern districts of this province 
are at a disadvantage as compared with 
farmers in other parts of the west, because 
of the long haul necessary before their 
grain reaches the main lines of railway. 
The Grande Prairie board of trade has 
suggested that this disadvantage should 
be met by a temporary reduction in freight 
rates on grain over the northern railway 
lines. 

It would be entirely in order for the 
Dominion and the province to join forces 
and bring about such a reduction, by 
making good to the railways the money 
they would thus lose. If Mr. Bennett has 
information which supports the statement 
cited, the obligation to do that is very ur- 
gent, as it is also urgent that direct relief 
be extended where that may be needed. 


A CIVIC PENSION SYSTEM? 

The city commissioners are confront- 
ing the question of what to do in the case 
of the aged civic employee. Should he be 
“fired,”’ or should he—or she—be kept on 
the pay roll as long as he can totter about 
the city hall and put up some sort of a 
show of doing work of some kind? 

There are said to be thirty-five em- 
ployees of the city who have reached the 
age of 65, one of whom has passed the 
four score mark, No doubt some of them 
are still hale, and apparently good for 
years of work, of a kind that is not too 
hard and in moderate amount. 

But if an age limit is to be set at all 
it must be set somewhere. And wherever 
the age limit is set it will be arbitrary, and 
seemingly harsh, in the case of the excep- 
tional individual who has maintained his 
physical and mental vigor beyond the 
usual time. 

Yet unless an age for retirement is 
set, the elimination of employees who are 
no longer able to carry on efficiently will 
have to be done by a process of “picking 
and choosing”; a method that is always 
irksome, always humiliating to some, and 
in the long run is probably less humane 
than that of setting an age at which all 
must automatically pass out of the ser- 
vice. 

To dismiss a man—and still worse a 
woman—simply because the years have 
rolled over his head and the strength of 
youth has departed, is a heart-breaking 
business when it is known that dismissal 
means depriving him of the means of live- 
lihood, The question immediately arises; 
should the city adopt a pension system 
and provide a retiring allowance for those 
who are mustered out when the “dead- 
line” is reached? Obviously, they cannot 
and should not be turned into the streets. 


A POLITICAL POLICE FORCE 

During Friday's session of the investi- 
gation that is being made into the 
conditions and competence of the city's 
police force, an officer of that force and 
an official of the Police Association gave 
evidence to the effect that the police force 
is not only associated with the Trades and 


arty. 

That admission ought to arouse the 
interest of the public. What a furore 
would arise if it had been stated that the 
police force, as a force, had made itself a 
part of the Conservative party or the Lib- 
eral party, or the Capital party, if there 
were such a party in existence, But the 
force would have precisely the same right, 
or the same lack of right, to link itself 
up with any of these bodies, as it has to 
make itself a wheel in the machinery of 
the Labor party. 

No one will question the right of a 
policeman to think as he may please on 
political issues, nor to belong to a political 
party, so long as he confines his political 
activities to off hours and keeps within 
the bounds of reason and prudence. It is 
an altogether different matter that the 
police force of a city should have tied it- 
self up to a party, and thus brought itself 
under influences, if not under obligations, 
which may easily conflict with its duty to 
those who pay the salaries of its mem- 
bers. . 

A police organization ought to be non- 
partizan and non-political. That is a rule 
upon which the public have a right to in- 
sist, and must insist if they are to expect 
the impartial enforcement of law. Police 
officers who do not understand that at 
once raise the question as to their fitness 
to be police officers. Nothing has yet 
transpired during the inquiry which can 
shake public confidence in Hdmonton’s 
police force quite so much as this admis- 
sion that it has compromised its freedom 
of action by putting on party hobbles.

A CANADIAN RADIO? 

This complication of American radio will always 
be with us. But the only vehicle which can provide 
a parallel] Canadian service is a national monopoly 
The experience of Great Britain has shown and is 
showing what may accrue from such a monopoly 
Programs there are of admittedly h'gh standard, so 
too are the endeavors in radio research. And the 
number of subscribers ts steadily increasing, the fig- 
ures showing an average increase of 20,000 during the 
summer months Now it is estimated every second 
home has a radio All this is financed without ad- 
vert'sing through the license fee of $2.50 

The Aird report made a place for indirect adver- 
Using. As a matter of fact, it is becoming apparent 
that only through a national system will Canadian 
advertising of any character get a chance on the air 
It is highly probable thet this feature will be retained 
in any governmental system. It seems probable also 
that any such system would seck to be free from 
anyth ng resembling party control. But the policy of 
radio as a publie utility must remain the guiding 
principle in the setting up of any system, that is if 
Canada is to have a Canadian radio.—Manitoba Free 
Press 

FINANCING PARTIES 

Are political parties necessary? Irrational as the 
party system is in many of tts manifestations, the 
answer must be in the affirmative. Should parties be 
adequately financed to meet necessary and legitimate 
expenses? Again the answer must be “yes.” But 
most people act as if no party organization were 
necessary and as if the parties needed no money. 
While they favor one party or another, they do not 
formally identify themselyes with their party and 
they do not pay a cent into the party funds. 

Public life is on a higher plane in Canada now 
than in earlier years; elections are cleaner and the 
patronage system is done away With to a large extent, 
The people of Canada want a reasonably high stan-

DECREASE OF TUBERCULOSIS 


The number of deaths trom tuberculosis has been 
steadily decreasing in proportion to the general pop- 
ulation. In 1900 there were 202 deaths from tuber- 
culosis per 100,000, whereas in 1927 there were only 
about 80 per 100,000. This great change should cer- 
tainly encourage us to believe that in the next few 
generations this much-dreaded disease will be almost 
entirely stamped out. 

I am sure my readers will be interested 
theories as to why this great change has taken 
place. In the first place I am certain that the sta- 
tistics are somewhat fauliy, and that many now de- 
clared cured of tuberculosis did not have this disease 
at all, and perhaps only suffered from bronchitis or 
some other form of irritation of the respiratory or- 
gans. I have had many patients come to me for 
treatment the last few years who thought they were 
suffering from tuberculosis, whereas, I found upon 
examination that there was really no sign of the dis- 
ease precent. In many cases such patients have been 
told by other doctors that they “were in the first 
stages of tuberculosis, or the name “incipient tuber- 
culosis” was applied to their cases, With some of 
thest patients such a diagnosis was given after a quick 
and careless examination without the use of blood 
tests, x-ray exam/nation, etc. In other cases, their 
physicians not being sure whether or not the disease 
had developed, thought it the wise thing to frighten 
the patient so that he would take better care of him- 
self. Bechuse of this, many bronchitis patients in the 
last few years have been scared into adopting bet- 
ter babits for health 

Many weak, un@er-nourished children from the 
tenements have been sent to open-air camps. There 
they have taken nude sunbaths, and have been fed 
more wholesome food than that.to which they had 
been accustomed. Although I disapproye of the 
“stuffing” process in tuberculosis, I am sure that 
many of these sickly, under-nourished children, with 
Guly suspected tuberculosis, or seeming to have that 
tendency, have been fed into strong children more 
able to resist tuberculosis and other diseases, I have 
never seen good results from the stuffing system in 
well advanced cases of tuberculosis, Neither do I rec- 
ommend the complete rest in bed treatment which is 
so generally advised. However, I believe a great deal 
of good is accomplished in the open-air camps where 
the half-starved chil¢ren of the éities are sent to live 
in the open air, bathe their young bodies in sunlight, 
and get plenty of wholesome food, 

The treatment of the well developed tubercular 
case is nevertheless quite difficult, as I will explain 
in tomorrow's article.

GUARANTEED JOBS 


With 200,000 estimated to be out of work in the 
Dominion, the plan guaranteeing steady jobs,at a 
Hamilton, Ont., plant has atiained new importance 
to industrialists seeking to protect workers against 
unemployment, 

The employees at the Hamilton plant of the Procter 
& Gamble company are steadily at work under a 
guarantee of at least 48 full-pay weeks of work @ year. 

This unusual procedure in industrial relations is 
not a new experiment in plant management, but a 
seasoned measure, in operation since August, 1923, 
In the seven years that this plan has been in opera- 
tion at Hamilton, it has proved a boon to industrial 
workers and an efficient antidote to labor and pro- 
duction fluctuation such as have prevailed in many 
plants during the past few months. 

Attention of the Employment fervice Council, 
which is concerned wiih seasonal unemployment and 
periodic lay-offs, has been called to the economic 
importance of this unusual plan, not only for its suc- 
cess in Hamilton, but because it demonstrates the 
workability of a broad economic principle which, sub- 
ject to individual! interpretation, may be applied to 
practically every branch of industry.

day in 1569 saw the first lottery 
drawn in England.

E origin of the name Bell dates 
back to the days of Druidism in 
ancient Briton, long before the Chris- 
tian era in that country.

A gentle massage with an almond 
food cream follows, Muscle oil is pat- 
ted on the eye and mouth wrinkles 
Two pads of clean absorbent cotton 
are moistened in boric acid solution 
and laid on the closed eyes. 

The skin is now ready for the pack 
made of three tablespoonfuls of al- 
mond meal (or cornmeal) mixed to 
a paste with milk or cream, Paint 
the pack on with a brush and leave it 
for ten or fifteen minutes, 

At the end of this period, wipe off 
the paste with a clean piece of cheese- 
cloth moistened in warm water 
| Sponge away every trace of the meal 
Now wring out a small towel tn cold 
water and lay it over the face so that 
the middle of the towel comes over 
the chin and lower part of the face 
and the ends overlap on the forehead 
leaving the nose exposed. Remove 
the towel, 

A mild astringent may then be ap- 
plied on a swab of clean absorbent 
cotton, Use equal parts of witch- 
hazel and rosewater or the following 
recipe Six ounces rosewater, two 
| ounces elderflower water and one-half 
ounce simple tincture of benzoin, 

For those who wish to make the 
almond food cream mentioned above 
I am giving the following recipe: One- 
half ounce each of white wax and 
rpermaceti, two ounces anolin, two 
} ounces oil of sweet almonds, one 
ounce orange flower water and five 
| drops simple tincture of benzoin. Melt 
the first three ingredients in a double 
boiler, add the oil and remove from 
| the fire. Now mix in the orange 
| flower water and lastly the benzoin
